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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
West  Lancashire  for  1965. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  good  throughout  the  year. 
Although  there  were  525  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified,  393  of 
these  were  measles,  occuring  mainly  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  There 
were  72  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  35  of  whooping  cough  and  10  cases  of 
dysentery,  but  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria. 

The  population  of  the  rural  district  continues  to  increase  and  the 
estimated  number  of  inhabitants  is  now  63,400,  an  increase  of  some 
7,000  since  the  1961  census. 

The  birth  rate  was  18.1  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  19.0  in 
1964,  and  represents  a  total  of  1,273  births.  There  was,  however,  a 
satisfactory  decrease  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  which  was  13.4  per 

I, 000  live  births,  compared  with  24.5  in  1964. 

The  general  death  rate  was  1 1.6  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 

II. 5  in  1964.  This  represents  a  total  of  625  deaths.  There  were  again 
no  maternal  deaths. 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve.  810  hew  houses  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year,  of  which  518  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  53 
by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  249  by  the  Bootle  Local  Authority 
in  their  new  housing  estate  at  Sefton.  16  houses  were  demolished  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  under  the  Housing  Act,  but  a  further  219 
unfit  houses  were  rendered  fit  after  action  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  maintained  their 
high  standard  of  work  during  the  year,  although  their  work  continues 
to  increase,  especially  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963.  A  report  on  the  workings  of  this  Act  will  be  found  later  in 
the  Report. 

Finally  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON|VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

There  were  1,273  births  recorded  during  the  year,  of  which  641  were 
male  and  632  female  ;  and  including  34  illegitimate  births  17  male  and 
17  female.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  20.1  per  1,000  population.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (comparability  factor  0.90) 
was  18.1  compared  with  19.0  in  1964.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18.1. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  during  1965  was  13,  of  which  6  were  male 
and  7  female.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  10.1  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  None  of  these  births  were  illegitimate. 
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Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1965  was  625,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  46  over  the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  9.9  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.18)  was  11.6  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  11.5  in  1964.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.5. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  no  deaths  connected  with  child¬ 
birth,  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still) 
was  Nil. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  17  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  In¬ 
fant  Mortality  rate  of  13.4  per  1,000  live  births,  an  decrease  on  the  figure 
for  1964  which  was  32.0  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19.0.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District,  but  patients  are 
accommodated  in  the  Ormskirk  &  District  General  Hospital,  which 
has  a  Maternity  Block,  or  in  the  hospitals  of  the  adjacent  towns 
of  Liverpool,  Southport  and  Preston. 

All  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  where  necessary  to  the 
Fazakerley  Isolation  Hospital,  Liverpool,  or  to  the  New  Hall  Isol¬ 
ation  Hospital,  Scarisbrick. 


AMBULANCE 


Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
from  Stations  at  Burscough,  Crosby,  Formby  and  Maghull.  In 
general,  an  ambulance  can  reach  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  within 
1 5  minutes.

OTHER  DISEASES 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Seventy-two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  remove  one  of  them  to  hospital.  The  general 
policy  is  to  remove  to  hospital  such  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  are  living 
under  overcrowded  conditions,  or  in  such  circumstances  that  they 
become  conveyors  of  infection  through  inefficient  isolation. 

MEASLES 

During  the  year  393  cases  of  Measles  were  notified. 

This  was  a  decrease  on  the  figure  for  1964. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Thirty-five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  thirty  in  1964  and  seventy-three  in  1963. 

ACUTE  PNEUMONIA 

There  were  3  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  notified  during  1965.  No 
deaths  were  recorded. 

There  are  no  facilities  locally  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci  and  for 
the  provision  of  appropriate  type  sera,  such  work  being  of  necessity 
performed  in  one  of  the  large  towns  adjacent  to  the  District.

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  WATER 


Main  Supplies 

Regular  samples  of  all  mains  water  supplies  are  taken  by  the  Water 
Authorities  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  supply. 
Ail  these  samples  during  1965  showed  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  for 
human  consumption. 

All  the  supplies  are  adequate  in  quantity  and  there  is  no  evidence  of 
liability  to  plumbo-solvency  in  any  of  the  waters. 

1965  —SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  are  twenty-two  sewage  disposal  works  (fourteen  large  and  eight 
small)  throughout  the  rural  district  serving  parts  of  and  in  some  cases 
practically  the  whole  of  eighteen  of  the  twenty  parishes. 

During  the  year,  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  link  the  sewers  of 
Aughton,  Lydiate,  Maghull,  Gt.  Altcar,  Barton  and  Haskayne  to  a  new 
sewage  disposal  works  sited  at  Hillhouse,  Altcar.  If  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  this  would  mean  the 
sewerage  schemes  prepared  for  the  hamlets  of  Barton,  Haskayne  and 
Gt,  Altcar  would  be  taken  to  Hillhouse  for  treatment,  thus  avoiding 
the  construction  of  several  small  disposal  plants. 

The  sewering  of  the  Moss  roads  in  the  parish  of  Halsall  was  com¬ 
pleted.  The  outfalls  are  received  into  the  County  Borough  of  Southport 
sewers. 

Work  in  sewering  the  major  parts  of  Tarleton,  Mere  Brow  and 
Hesketh  Bank  progressed  throughout  the  year,  and  the  Tarleton  scheme 
should  be  completed  during  1966. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
promote  the  taking  up  of  standard  improvement  grants  whilst  sewering 
is  in  progress,  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.

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Section  F 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
L  Food  Hygiene 

One  of  the  more  important  functions  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  the  work  in  maintaining  the  good  standard  of  hygiene  in  food 
premises  now  that  all  food  premises  have  complied  with  the  prescribed 
standard  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960.  This  in¬ 
volves  many  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  endeavouring,  with 
tact  and  patience,  to  educate  the  food  handler  in  providing  a  clean  and 
safe  commodity. 

Education  of  shopkeepers  in  connection  with  clean  food  has  been 
carried  out  by  means  of  individual  talks  on  the  premises  and  by  dis¬ 
tribution  of  pamphlets  and  posters  from  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education. 

Some  complaints  have  been  received  and  investigated  regarding 
foreign  articles  in  food  and  drink,  and  in  all  cases,  the  firms  concerned 
were  warned.  Legal  proceedings  were  successfully  taken  against  a  milk 
dealer  regarding  glass  in  milk. 

2.  Premises  where  food  is  Sold,  Prepared  or  Stored. 

Constant  supervision  of  all  premises  where  food  is  sold,  prepared  or 
stored  is  and  will  remain  one  of  the  major  activities  of  the  Public  Health 
staff  and  1,544  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  Good  co¬ 
operation  continues  with  most  occupiers  of  food  premises,  and  any 
contraventions  are  generally  rectified  without  recourse  to  legal  action. 

New  shopping  centres  continue  to  be  erected  to  serve  the  new  housing 
estates  and  these  shops  provide  a  very  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

Thirty-three  schools  in  the  area  are  now  provided  with  kitchens 
where  food  is  prepared  on  the  premises.  This  is  a  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  system  where  meals  were  cooked  at  a  central  kitchen  and 
taken  to  the  schools  each  day.  The  old  and  obsolete  “  v/ash-up  ” 
accommodation  casually  placed  in  some  corner  of  the  school  should  be 
replaced  by  the  modern  kitchens  in  all  schools.  Equally  important,  a 
more  appetising  and  hot  meal  is  provided  for  the  schoolchild. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  more  schools  will  be  provided  with  hot  water  to 
the  washbasins  so  that  pupils  will  be  able  to  wash  satisfactorily. 

The  district  possesses  many  agricultural  premises  where  poultry  are 
dressed  and  plucked  and  several  farms  where  vegetables  are  washed, 
prepared  and  packed  for  market. 

Eighty-three  premises  are  registered  for  the  boiling  and  peeling  of 
shrimps  and  all  these  premises  comply  with  the  food  hygiene  standards. 

Ten  samples  of  shellfish  from  the  two  shellfish  factories  in  the  area 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found 
satisfactory.  These  two  factories  are  fitted  with  the  most  modern 
equipment  and  so  constructed  as  to  provide  a  very  high  standard  of 
hygiene. 

There  are  sixty-one  known  hawkers  vehicles  and  premises  registered 
with  this  Authority  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1951.  These  itinerant  traders  are  difficult  to  supervise, 
but  with  the  advent  of  many  new  shops  over  the  past  few  years,  the 
numbers  are  decreasing  rapidly. 
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3.  Ice  Cream 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  area  but  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  shopkeepers  are  registered  to  sell  wrapped  ice  cream. 

Five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  obtained  from  shops  and  all  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

4.  Milk  Supply 

This  rural  district  has  been  in  a  specified  area  since  1959,  and  this  in 
effect  means  that  only  milk  which  has  been  heat  treated  or  raw  milk 
from  tuberculin  tested  herds  can  only  be  sold. 

There  is  one  milk  pasteurising  plant  within  the  district  and  this  is 
frequently  inspected  hy  Lancashire  County  Council  officials  who  are 
responsible  for  the  sampling  of  the  milk  and  inspection  of  the  plant.

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Work  in  relation  to  this  Act  slightly  increased  during  1965,  there 
being  four  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  and  three  appli¬ 
cations  for  Certificates  as  to  the  Remedying  of  Defects  as  specified  in 
the  Landlords  Undertaking  to  Remedy  Repairs. 

Maintenance  work  on  the  larger  housing  estates  continued  to  be 
carried  out  without  recourse  to  the  Act. 

It  is  considered  that  one  of  the  failings  of  this  Act  has  been  the  com¬ 
plicated  form  filling  procedure  which  completely  confused  most  tenants 
and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  the  effects  of  the  new  Rent  Act  which 
comes  into  force  February,  1966. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Observations  of  chimneys  appertaining  to  industrial  plants  were 
continued  during  the  year  for  the  emission  of  dark  smoke,  and  generally 
it  can  be  stated  that  there  is  little  air  pollution  from  such  sources. 

The  majority  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  more  densely  populated 
Parishes  is  due  to  domestic  chimneys. 

Some  applications  for  Certificates  of  Approval  for  new  boiler  equip¬ 
ment  were  approved  and  where  necessary,  advice  has  been  given 
regarding  chimney  heights. 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Under  the  above  Act  powers  affecting  the  control  of  rats  and  mice 
were  vested  in  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  who,  therefore,  have  to 
take  all  necessary  measures  to  eradicate,  as  far  as  possible,  such  vermin 
from  their  area,  it  also  lays  down  certain  duties  to  be  carried  out  by 
owners  and  occupiers  when  infestations  occur  on  their  land. 

The  Council  employ  one  full  time  rodent  operator  and  a  free  rat 
destruction  service  to  householders  is  given.  This  service  is  now  well 
known  throughout  the  district  and  is  much  appreciated.  311  infestations 
of  this  type  were  treated  and  cleared  during  the  year  involving  1,367 
visits.  Business  premises  and  agricultural  premises  are  treated  at  an 
expenditure  incurred  valuation.  90  infestations  of  this  category  were 
treated  and  cleared  during  the  year  and  this  involved  236  visits. 

Every  reported  infestation  is  investigated  and,  in  addition,  twice 
annually  the  sewerage  system  is  treated  to  control  any  infestation. 

Treatments  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  are  used  and  generally  good  results  are  obtained. 

Infestations  in  this  type  of  district  are  usually  on  new  housing  estates 
and  the  vermin  have  been  disturbed  from  their  customary  habitats, 
refuse  tips,  farms  and  other  agricultural  holdings. 

The  rodent  operator  has  also  attended  during  the  year  two  courses 
arranged  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

The  table  below  gives  the  actual  number  of  registered  premises  in 
their  various  classes,  together  with  the  number  of  employees,  male  and 
female,  in  each  classification. 

It  will  be  noted  that  60  inspections  (including  one  building  with  99 
offices)  were  carried  out  during  1965,  but  this  number  will  be  consider¬ 
ably  increased  in  the  ensuing  year.  Much  work  was  necessary  in  en¬ 
deavouring  to  compile  a  complete  register  of  premises,  and  I  find  in 
this  respect  that  employers  are  still  ignorant  of  their  duties  under  the 
Act  as  regards  registration.  Further  publicity  is  still  needed  and  would 
help  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  instituted  during  1965,  all  contraventions 
found  being  carried  out  without  the  necessity  of  legal  action. 

Thirteen  accidents  were  investigated  and  in  2  cases  informal  action 
and  advice  was  given  to  prevent  future  accidents.
